Members over 45 may pay $2 a month 
for $1,000 protection with the right to 
charge the remaining $1 or more, a 
(according to age) agplnst their cer- 
tiHcato to be deduced with 4 per cent 
compound interest at death. This is 
purely optional. 

This revision does not set very well 
with the majority of members especial- 
ly among those of the older class, and a 
merry war is likely to ensue. . 

Many Lake county Woodmen have 
declared positively that they will not 
submit to the increased rates that have 
been adopted by the head camp and 
they say that they are willing to join 
any movement that maybe launched 
to secede from the national organiza- 
tion and form a'state camp. 

Elgin ia the first city to take any 
decided steps along this line and Silver 
Leaf camp of that city, one of the larg- 
est bodies of Woodmen in the state, 
purposes to hold a meeting next Friday 
night at which they will make plans 
for holding a state convention of Wood- 
men there, inviting delegates from all 
the different camps in the state to be 
present and take part in the discussion 
on whether or . not the campi* in Illinois 
should secede from the national organ- 
ization and form a' state body. It ia 
proposed to. hold the meeting eorly in 
March. 

According to the leaders of the se- 
cession movement they are opposed to 
the high salaried national ofHcea of the 
present Woodmen organization, "We 
want insurance rates on^ an assessment 
basiiB,' said one of the leaders. *'We 
can do'away with all of the high salar- 
led olBcera and form a state organiza- 
tion with a president and secretarv and 
Bavo hundreds of thousands of dollars 
. to the Vnembers of the organization."

Support is given to Prof, Hnecker's 
belief that the pacKcra are working hard 
to extend the use of butter substitutes 
by the fact thut the Swift Packing Co. 
of South St. Paul has run several ex- 
cursions of club women to its bigoleo- 
margrfrine plant there. Cars were 
chartered and the women given elabor- 
ate entertainment at the packing plant, 
including lectures on the mukmg and 
the use of the butter substitnte. 

It is said that oleb Is now used in 
hundreds of St. Paul homes where a 
week ago It had never been seen.

Milk producers of Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Indiana met in annual session at 
the Hotel Slierman, Chicago, Monday, 
and launched a campaign by which 
they hope to induce dealers who control 
the market in Chicago to grant a sub- 
stantial increase in the price of summer 
milk. Tho meeting was a unit in the 
demand for a better price i^nd it was 
expected that strongly worded resolut- 
ions would be passed urging this stop on 
the part of the dealers.

■ J. P. Grier, Evanston, secretary. 

The directors from Lake county, are: 
Ralph Chittenden, Ed Kapple, John 
Cad more. 

The present price of summer milk is 
two and five-eight cents a quart to tho 
producer and a boost of 3-4 cent will 
be sought The Winter price is 3 3-4 
centa and it is deemed satisfactory, 
according to James P. Grier, secretary 
of the association. Unless the requests 
of the producers are heeded, they assert 
it is not improbable that the milk supply 
will be scarce during tne summer, be- 
cause they declare they cannot sell milk 
for the price they are receiving and 
make a profit 

"Some of the dealers realize the pos*' 
ition of the producers and sympathize 
with them,*' said Mr. Grier today. 
"NextSummer either the producers will 
be given a substational increase in the 
price pf milk or they will not increase 
Chicago production. The dealers sell 
milk the year round for 8 cents a quart 
What we want to do at this meeting is 
to arouse public 'opinoion to a sense of 
justiceof our stand. For that purpose 
the resolutions are to be passed and the 
association is to go on record." 

In addition to a resolution demanding 
that the members be paid more for their 
protluct during the summer months the 
convention adopted resolutions asking 
thot Congress refuse to take off the tax 
of ten centa per pound on colored oleo- 
margarine. •'.■ 

V. S. Lumley an attorney from Wood- 
stock, George M. Boyd, attorney .for 
the Chicago Millk Dealers' association, 
and George B. . Young, . commis- 
sioner of health, spoke during the 
afternoon. Mr. Lumley made an attack 
upon the * 'Milk trust" and urged the 
farmers who produced milk to stand 
together and .'get what's coming to 
them.

at the Hospital 



With tho confession of Ambrose 
Bodin, of Highland Park, Ravinla, 
Lake Forest, and other North Shore 
cities, and the suspicion again centers 
upon the head of the Waukegan boy, 
Gordon Fralcigh, now lying near death 
in the McAlister hospital. 

Fraleigh was shot Friday while in the 
act of robbing a house at Lake Bluff, 
by Marshall Waine Peterson, of Lake 
Bluff. The bullet passed through the 
right lung, and later pleurisy and pneu- 
monia developed, giving the lad but a 
small chance for life. 

According to the confession of Bodin 
as given to State's Attorney Dady by 
the chief of police of Highland Park, 
Bodin, on Jan. 3, entered the switch- 
man's shanty at Highland Park, and 
stole therefrom the sum of $4.60. This 
act, states the confession, is the only 
act which Bodin has ever participated 
in. The shanty in question occupied by 
LeRoy Birchfield, switchman. 

This confession, if true and there is 
no apparent reason to doubt its truth, 
eliminates Bodin from puspicion of the 
other acts along the North Shore, and 
again the suspicion rests oh the wound- 
ed boy in the hospital. He ha^ made, 
no statement, since his conversation 
with Marshal Waine Peterson at Lake 
Bluff, ofter the shooting, having been 
loo ill. At present no one is allowed 
access to the room, except the brother 
^nd father of che boy, who are almost 
constants attendants. 

Fraleigh is now near death, and it is 
feared he will never be able to make 
any statement, which will be able eith- 
er to clear him from the charge made 
against him. or definitely fasten the 
alleged crimes up6n his .head.

In his statement he said "There are 
many would be catholics and some 
protestantH who have Insinuated that 
the old church was set afire in order to 
get the insurance and I am tired of 
hearing those remarks, none made di- 
rectly 10 me hut coming to me in an in- 
direct way. I would be most happy if 
the Millhurn Insurance Company which 
carried an $1,800 policy on the church, 
would investigate. Why he continued 
the insurance was not sufficient tocover 
the furnishings let alone tho building. 
Tho loss was about $5,000. And now 
let the matter bo taken up and these 
people who have started these reports 
be given a chance to prove their asser- 
tions and insinuations or to have them 
disproved." 

The reason such a report might have 
started is likely due to the fact that a 
new church Is just being completed to 
take the place of the old landmark. The 
old one to be vacated when the new one 
was finished, but since the fire the par- 
ish has hod no place to meet until last 
Sunday when the new church was used 
for the first time, although it is still in- 
complete. It will now be used right 
along although the dedication will not 
take place until June or July. The new 
edifice will cost about $15,000. '

ReproaentaUve Mann, leader of the 
minority, is the author of the measure 
to prohibit the admisnion into the Unlt- 
«d States of adulterated seed or seeds 
that are unflt for seeding purposes. It 
lias been pointed out time and again 
that the States is being constantly used 
as the dumping ground for poor seeds 
and diseased nursey stuck from the 
European countries, and such destruc* 
tive pests as the brown tail moth and 
the boll weevil arc traceable to Euro- 
pean importations. A bill was before 
Congress during the special session, 
providing for the inspection of nursery 
stock imported from foreign countries, 
but this like many other agricultural 
measures calling for appropriations, 
did not meet with success. However, 
it is quite probable, with a powerful 
member like Mr. Mann pushing for 
better laws in reference to seeds, that 
something will result therefrom. 



Sorifetime ago it was proposed that 
in view of the fact that a roll call in 
the House of Representatives requires 
^practically ono half hour, that an elec- 
tric system whereby the members 
could immediately register their votes 
In such a way that they could be an- 
nounced within one or two minutes, 
would be a fine acquisition in the House 
of Representatives and in keeping with 
the spirit of thetimes. It, however, was 
discovered that the constitution of the 
United States prohibited any mechani- 
cal contrivance, as roll calls and in- 
dividual votmg are provided in the par- 
ent document of all legislation. How- 
ever, Mr, Copley of Aurora, Illinois, 
who builds traction lines and other 
things of that kind, where electricity is 
good for all purposes, has introduced 
a resolution providing for a committee 
to investigate and report upon "an 
electrical voting device in the House of 
Representatives for the purpose of re- 
cording the aye and nay voW9 of the 
ciemberg/' ^ •

The People's Food 

■ Senator HokeSmith .wants to give 
federal aid directly to the states in aid 
•of advanced agriculture. He has in- 
troduced a bill providing for appropria- 
tions to the states to aid in carrying on 
the work of the federal department 
and the state colleges. His purpose is 
to carry directly to the farming people 
tiseful knowledge on all that pertains to 
farm life, and to extend and make more 
available the woi:k now being done. 

Senator Smith believes that a large 
amount of the work of the various 
agricultural departments, colleges and 
schools does not reach the people who 
moat need it It reaches those who 
are seeking such aid, but in every sec- 
tion there are many farmers who do 
not seek advancement. To thoce he 
means onlv, he believes, can the gen- 
eral average of farm intelligence be 
brought to the point it muiat reach 
if the land is to bear its full fruits and 
the food of the country be raised with 
profit to the raiser ond given with 
tconomy to the consumer. 

Therefore he asks that an appropria- 
tion oX $G,000 the first year be given 
every state which complies with the 
requirements of the 'bill— which are 
simple and aimed at getting the teach- 
ing of the schools to the backward 
farmers, as well as to the ambitious 
ones— an additional $300,000 to be add- 
ed to the total each year, and distribut- 
ed on the same basis. And this is all 
to be used to vitalize the vast amount 
of information gathered by the depart- 
ments and colleges and have it bear 
fruits in larger ratio to its value than* 
it heretofore has been bearing.

James E. Sheridan, stenographer 
and private secretary to William J. 
Bums; claimed to have taken the 
shorthand notes In an adjoining room 
by means of a dictagraph. 

Sheridan's notes supported the testi- 
mony of Bailey and Kerr thot Mc- 
Qowan admitted be received 91,500 
from C. P. WIehe for giving perjured 
testimony in his defense before the 
senatorial committee last summer. 



Scores Shot, Stores and Saloons Loot- 
ed, Prisoners In Jail Liberated to 
Quoll Mutineers, 

El Paso, Tex. — Juarez, Mex., Just 
across tho HIo Orando river, Is prac- 
tically dcsoFtod following tho rioting 
led by mutinous, drunken troops, who 
seized tho town, shot scores of citi- 
zens, looted niany stores and saloons, 
and burned property valued at |275r 
000. 

Eight persons are dead and many 
wouuded Anarchy and mob law pre-v 
vall, as the municipal government has 
been overturned and tho oOlcIala have 
fled for their lives. 

More trouble seems Inevitable, aa 
GOO of Mndero's soldiers are said to 
be on the way to quell the mutineers. 
When tho troops will arrive Is not 
known, as the railroad lines have been 
blocked by the rebels. The mutineers 
say they will flght any force aent 
against them. 

Tlio leaders met In tho plaza and axh. 
pointed administrative offlcera. Sana* 
ago Mestas was chosen provisional 
mayor. 

Nearly all tho residents of Juarez 
have fled to El Paso and many of the 
poorer families are camping In the 
open country on the American bank 
of the Rio Grande.

Lat- 
terly there has been a disposi- 
tion on tho part of our public men and Influen- 
tial citizens to devise In recognition of tho 
Borvlces of tho Civil War President memorials 
of even more elaborate and Imposing character 
Viau tho fltatuea that havo been erected In 
DO many of tho states that ho labored to Icecp 
nndor ono nag, 

A recent notablo Instance of this trend was 
found In tho 'provision of an Impressive memo- 
rial structure on tho famous "Lincoln farm" 
In Kentucky^ The erection of this monumental 
edifice, which was dedicated by President Tnft 
only a few months ago. represents but one 
phase of nn ambitious project to restore and 
protect tho birthplace of Lincoln and tho scnnfi 
of his early life, making It, as It should bo. 
ft patriotic mecca to which great numbers of 
Lincoln's fellow-countrymen will mako pilgrim- 
ages just as they do to tho homo of George 
■Washington at Mount Vernon, and to tho home 
and tomb of Thomas Jefferson at Charlottes- 
vllle. Virginia. 

Even more pretentious Is tho project now 
before congress for a $2,000,000 memorial to 
Lincoln that shall bo In tho fullest aonfle a 
tribute from tho reunited nation. Visitors to 
tho seat of government In recent years havo 
often cxpreseod wonder that whereas there aro 
In Washington appropriate testimonials to the 
Father of His Country and other national 
Idols, there has been no memorial commensu- 
rate with the commanding place which Lin- 
coln has occupied In tho history of the coun 
try. The government' has not been uncon- 
scious of this lack, but merely deferred action 
until such time as there could be provided a 
tribute worthy of the great man who Inspired 
It This Is now assured, owing to tho liberal 
sum that will be expended In this labor of love. 

From tho time It was decided that the occa- 
sion had arrived for congress to take definite 
action with reference to a national Lincoln 
memorial thoro has been discussion and dif- 
ference of opinion as to tho form which this 
acknowledgment of tho nation's gratitude 
should take. Most of tho men having voice In 
the matter seem to have como to the con- 
clusion that the Ideal memorial will be a mas- 
sivo monumental structure— a sort of temple 
of fame to be built of white marble on tho 
banks of the Potomac at Washington and 
adorned with statues of Lincoln and repre- 
sentations of persona and events conspicu- 
ously Identified with his career. The effect 
would bo, of courso. to create a companion 
patriotic ahrlne to that at George Washing* 
ton's Mount Vernon estate a fow miles farther 
down tho same river. 

However, many persons of prominence have 
all along argued In favor of other forma of 
memorial. A memorial bridge between' the 
national capital and the national comotory at 
Arlington beyond tho Potomac has repeatedly 
been suggested and so has a memorial arch; 
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but probably sentiment has been strongest for 
a Lincoln memorial boulevard or highway. The 
proposal has been to construct this highway 
03 a connecting link between the national cap- 
ital and tho battlefield at Gottysburg where 
Lincoln delivered his Immortal speech. The 
chief objection to this schemo Is that the 
highway could bo used and enjoyed only by 
people who had automobiles or other vehicles 
of their own or th© moans to hire such con- 
veyancos. 

While on tho subject ;of these elaborate Lin- 
coln memorials It may be noted that first place 
In this category belongs, of course, tfi.the Lin- 
coln tomb at Springfield, Illinois. Tho monu- 
ment to Lincoln at Springfield, alike to tho 
monuments to our other martyr presidents — 
Garfield and McKInloy-^ls not merely public 
but national. For tho Lincoln monument the 
sura of jaoo.OOO was collected. Of this sum 
128.000 came from the soldiers of tho Civil 
war, and $8,000 of this amount was contributed 
hy the negro troops out of the first money they 
ever earned. The Lincoln monument has had 
to he reconstructed several times and entirely 
rebuilt once, owing to the character of the 
foundation, and these circumstances' necessi- 
tated the removal of Lincoln's body, which, all 
told, has been moved some ten or twelve tlmea 
ainco tho original burial. 

Certainly ono of tho most commendable of 



all tho existing memorlala to Lincoln Is tho 
Lincoln Memorial University of Claiborne 
county, TennesBGo, which was founded by Gen, 
O. 0. Howard, ono of tho most devoted of Lin- 
coln's admirers, and tho object of which Is to 
benefit the peoplo from whom Lincoln sprang, 
the mountaineers of the Cumberland Gap re- 
gion. Tho grounds of the university contain 
six hundred acres and there aro several build- 
ings upon them, although more are needed. 
The university was chartered by the State of 
Tennessee on Lincoln's birthday In 1897 and 
has afready performed a tremendous service 
for tho peoplo of an Isolated region which 
may he said to offer no other similar educa- 
tional advantages. It has been claimed that 
owing to the handicap, which LIricoln himself 
sustained In early life, owing to Ignoranco and 
poverty, he would, If he could choose, probably 
prefer thia 'memorial In the Tennessee moun- 
tains to any other that could be reared to his 
memory. ' 

Of tho numerous statues of Lincoln which 
havo place In cities and town all over the 
United States tho moat notable, from an artis- 
tic standpoint, are two executed by the latb 
AuguatUB St. Qaudens, Amercla'a groaest 
sculptor. Both of these statues aro figures of 
heroic size. Ono which represents Lincoln 
standing has been erected In Lincoln Park In 
the city of Chicago, whereas the other, which 






shows Lincoln sea»)d, was a gift to 
the South Side of Chicago by bequest 
of tho late John Cr«arar of that cIV- 
Tho St Gaudens head of Lincoln was 
selected by tho national government 
for reproduction on the Lincoln com- 
-jraemoratlve poatago stamp, which 
iwas Issued by tho Post Office Depart- 
ment a year or so ago. 

The- work of tho sculptors who aro 
called upon to reproduce the features 
of Lincoln In marble or bronze Is 
greatly facilitated by the fact that 
there are In existence excellent life 
and death masks which faithfully poN 
tray tho countenance of the kindly 
ruler at tho time he first took offlco 
and at varloua perloda up to his 
death. The making of the life maak 
of Lincoln was, by tho way, a rather 
trying ordeal for the president, who 
was obliged to sit for on hour with 
the plaster covering his face, but not In- 
, terferlng with his eyesight or breath- 
ing. Mr. Lincoln himself assisted In remov- 
ing tho mask, a particularly dlfllcult task ow- 
ing to his high cheekbones,: but the undertak- 
ing was entirely successful, the mask coming 
oft In one piece and being especially satisfac- 
tory In that It Included tho Impress of both 
ears— something that In many Instances must 
ho omitted In tho securance of a life mask. 

One of tho most Interesting of all the Lin- 
coln statues Is the bronze figure In Lincoln 
Park at Washington, which shows Lincoln 
freeing the slave — an emblematic figure of the 
great emancipator striking the shackles from 
tho hands of a kneeling negro. The signifi- 
cant feature In connection with this unique 
statue la that It was erected by money con- 
tributed through popular subscription hy tho 
freed slaves. Another Interesting memorial 
to "Lincoln at tho capital ho saved la found In 
a almple allver plate on the pew which he 
always occupied In tho church, a fow blocks 
from the "White House, of which ho was a 
member. Congress has paid $30,000 for tho 
house In which Lincoln died, and will. In all 
probability. In timo convert It Into a Lfncoln 
Memorial Museum under governmental aus- 
pices; This will Involve the expenditure of 
conslderablo nioney, because the building la 
now closely hemmed In by other buildings 
which ought to be torn down In order to prop- 
erly safeguard the historic building ngalnat 
fire. 

Tho city of Now York, which has notablo 
memorials to so many of the nation's heroes, 
Is- deficient In testimonials to Lincoln, but this 
lack Is BOOn to bo remedied If the project 
launched by Joseph H. Choate and other prom- 
inent New Yorkers, meets with success. Thin 
contemplates the erection In the metropolln 
of somo fitting memorial, possibly a magnifi- 
cent arch such as the Arch of Triumph, which 
Is one of tho chief glories of Paris. A very 
appropriate form of Lincoln memorial Is the 
present task of placing In all our national 
cemeteries bronze tablets bearing Lincoln's 
Gettysburg address. Ultimately these tablota 
win ho placed also In great numbers of Bchoola 
public buldllngs, etc.

First Campaign for the' 

Presidency. 

"Senator Teller of Colorado tells a 
Lincoln etory which he says has never 
t)een printed ^Qd which In many ways 
ta unique In Its Interest. None of the 
students of LIncoInlana about Wash- 
ington remembered the story, and tho 
foot that It could have escaped pub- 
Itoatlon all these y^ars Is regarded as 
remarkablo, aays the Now York Ho^ 
aid's Washington, correspondent. It 
lo going tho rounds of the capital and 
causing many laughs. 

Henry M. Toiler was a young man 
In the year 1800, when Lincoln was 
nominated for president.

Mr. Lincoln rcgaMed himself as the 
homeliest man In the country' and 
once told a frlonjl.that It was getting 
the votes of the people who were 
thankful for ;not being honioly that 
elected him.

Sho found the pres- 
ident, and he, having heard her story, 
at once sent over for the Beoretary 
of tho navy; that ho'liilght aee tho 
papers in tho case;' The secretary, 
who wao himself won to tho cause, 
pr/)8ented tho facts.' As Lincoln looked 
i(t tho anxious' Uttlo wife, bo asked: 

"Mr. Secretary, is thoro no way that 



this can bo arranged?" 

"I know of no possible way mp, 
President" ' 

"Lot mo see the' resignation." 

It was handed to him. Ho exam- 
ined tho document carefully and then 
deliberately tore It across and - into 
shreds. 'This," he said, turning to 
tho secretary and to the little mother 
"this la one way. to do It" . ' 

Thus the officer remained with ths 
Union because- of his wife and the 
president and the service-record ol 
this southern captain Is among the 
brightest In the annals of our nayal 
history.— "Affalrp. at Woshlngton." by 
Joo Mitchell Chappie, In National 
Magazine. . ., .
